Realizing hi said “we" Stratton 
auickly added as to his own inten­ 
tions that he hasn't as yet said 
i “yes" and he hasn t said “no.” 
Barrett told the seven - county 
Petersburg rally that fortunes of 
, the Democrats are on the upswing. 
In speaking of his defeat for secre­ 
tary of state in 1952 by Republican 
Charles F. Carpenter. East Mo­ 
line. Barrett said: 
"Defeat is nev­ 
er tasty. 
But it’s like tasting cas­ 
tor oil — it doesn't taste good go 
ing down, but sometimes it's good 
for you." 
Barrett was noncommital on his 
plans for the future 
He said he 
is too busy trying to be a good 
county clerk in Chicago to talk

Some

keep that office when it comes up 


again next year. 
Others professed 
to “know" he would run for gov­ 
ernor if his health is good and he 
has support of Cook County Dem­ 
ocrats. 


Governor Stratton has signed in­ 
to law the bill which would permit 
an old age pensioner to earn up to 
$50 a month in addition to his old 
age assistance, under certain con­ 
ditions. 
The bill, on which Sen. 
William F. Hensley, R .. Lawrence­ 
ville. is a co-sponsor, would exempt 
earned income of $50 if and when 
federal regulations providing grants 
to states, permits such exemption. 


Also approved by the Governor 
was a bill by the late Sen Frank 
Johnson, R , Kewanee, which would 
require cheese sold in Illinois to 
be labelled with the name of the 
state where it was made. 
Another 
approved bill is that which author­ 
izes poll watchers to serve in any 
precinct or ward in the county in 
which they reside, but that if there 
are two watchers, one must live 
in the precinct or ward.

announced today. Since passage of 
tile bill, however, a total of 51,425 
Illinois veterans have taken train- 
ini?. 
The May I figure was 30,200— 
nearly 2,770 above the form er rec­ 
ord reached one month ago. 
The current GI training boom be­ 
gan with fall enrollm ents of 1954, 
Beer said. By the end of that year, 
27,287 veterans w ere in schools, on 
farm s, and at job training work­ 
benches, under the Korean GI Bill.

ahead to 48,094 on April I, and fin­ 
ally to 51.425 on May I. 
Of the Korea veterans currently 
in training.

The chairman, Dr. BL J. Ettlin- 
ger of the department of mathe­ 
matics of the University of Texas 
and head of the NRC’s division of

Texas high schools seeking pros-1 
pective students. 
Ettlinger 
launched 
his “grass I 
roots” campaign after deciding the 
shortage of such students would be 
harmful in many ways. Not only 
will there not be enough scientifi­

vide teachers for following groups 
of students.
